“It  was  the  students  who  did  the 
convincing  . . . they  were  completely 
honest  . . . nobody  said  there  was  no 
racism,  but  that  there’s  no  more  or  less 
than  anywhere  else.” 

Brian  Walton,  ASBYU  President,  made 
this  statement  Monday  after  reading  the 
report  on  “BYU,  Blacks,  ^md  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference”  drawn  up  by  the  six 
member  fact-finding  team  from  the 
University  of  Arizona. 

Walton  leaves  for  Tuscon,  Arizona, 
tonight  where  he  “anticipates  speaking  to 
black  students,  possibly  some 
representatives  of  the  NAACP  and  debating 
in  a public  forum.” 

REACTION  in  Tuscon  to  the  five-page 
report  published  in  the  student  newspaper, 
the  Daily  Wildcat,  was  varied.  On  facts 
received  from  an  informed  source  in 
Arizona,  Walton  said  that  “most  of  the 
students  appear  to  be  taking  it  quite 
sensibly.” 

“They  did  say  that  the  United  Front,  a 
radical  organization  composed  mostly  of 
whites,  rejected  the  findings  of  the 
fact-finding  commission,”  Walton  added. 

The  purpose  of  this  commission  was  to 
evaluate  the  relationship  between  BYU  and 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  as  it  related  to  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference. 

The  team  visited  with  University  officials 
and  with  hundreds  of  students  during  a 


free  forum  last  Friday  and  subsequent 
private  sessions. 

Subjects  discussed  at  the  free  forum 
included  the  priesthood  doctrine, 
brotherhood  toward  blacks,  and  programs 
to  remove  the  alleged  isolation  of  the  BYU 
campus. 

The  topic  discussed  during  the  first  hour 
of  the  forum  centered  on  an  LDS  doctrine 
which  states  that  blacks  of  African  lineage 
may  not  hold  the  office  of  priesthood  until 
it  is  revealed  to  the  prophet  of  the  LDS 
church. 

Several  students  said  that  they  could  not  - 
change  this  doctrine  but  would  be  willing 
to  help  in  any  other  way. 

One  student,  though,  cited  a statement 
made  by  the  First  Presidency  of  the  LDS 
Church  calling  LDS  members  around  the 
world  to  “pray  that  the  day  will  come 
when  all  people  will  be  able  to  partake  of 
the  rights  in  the  fullness  of  the  Church.” 

“IF  WE  sow  love,  we’re  going  to  get  love 
back  . . .we’re  all  God’s  children”  was 
typical  of  comments  that  caused  Lorenzo 
Allen,  black  athlete  from  U.  of  A.,  to 
announce  he  would  go  back  and  tell 
25,000  students  that  blacks  were  thought 
of  as  “brothers  and  equals”  by  many  BYU 
students. 

A variety  of  programs  to  change  this 
“situation”  were  suggested  by  the  BYU 
student  government,  the  UA  committee, 
and  BYU  students.  Jon  Ferguson,  ASBYU 
Executive  Vice-President,  said  that  “the 
activism  generated  by  students  at  the 
forum  ...  is  necessary  in  order  to  execute 
these  programs.” 


Anwar  Sadat  new  Egyptian  president 


Cairo  (UPI)-The  executive  committee  of 
the  Arab  Socialist  Union  nominated 
Egypt’s  acting  president,  Anwar  Sadat, 
Monday  night  to  succeed  President  Gamal 
Abdel  Nasser,  who  died  a week  ago  of  a 
heart  attack. 

The  semi-official  Middle  East  News 
Agency  (MENA)  said  the  nomination  by 
the  eight-man  committee  was  unanimous. 
Sadat,  52,  who  is'  a member  of  the 
committee,  was  Nasser’s  vice  president. 

• The  150-member  central  committee  of 
the  Arab  Socialist  Union,  Egypt’s  only 
political  party,  was  expected  to  accept  the 
executives’  recommendation  and  pass  it  on 
to  Parliament  for  approval. 

The  executive  committee’s 
announcement  of  Sadat’s  nomination 
suggested  that  Parliament  may  be 
summoned  to  a special  session  Wednesday 
to  approve  the  nomination  and  submit  it  to 
a national  referendum  Oct.  15. 


A1  Ahram,  the  semi-official  voice  of  the 
Egyptian  government,  said  in  its  Monday 
morning  editions  that  the  emphasis  was 
being  placed  on  a continuation  of  Nasser’s 
policies,  including  a Middle  East  peace 
settlement  based  on  the  U.S.  initiative. 

“All  views  and  efforts  are  being  directed 
at  one  single  aim,  namely  continuation  and 
consolidation  of  the  Nasser  line,”  A1 
Ahram  said.  The  newspaper  said  there  was 
complete  unanimity”  on  this  point. 

Political  sources  interpreted  the 
statement  as  meanigt  that  the  new 
leadership  will  also: 

• Maintain  close  ties  with  the  Soviet 
Union  on  a governmental  level  without 
embracing  Communist  ideology. 

• Improve  relations  with  the  Western 
world,  particularly  the  United  States  but 
not  at  expense  of  Egypt’s  freedom  of 
affairs. 

• Continue  to  support  national

Editor : 

When  the  “constitution  hangs  by  a 
thread,”  etc.,  etc.,  it  will  be  hard  for 
the  redeeming  leaders  to  come  from 
BYU  if  we  continue  to  remain 
“protected"  from  Negroes. 

It  was  a common  feeling  among  the 
students  visiting  from  the  University  of 
Arizona  that  our  school’s  major 
problem  is  that  there  aren’t  any  serious 
efforts  being  made  to  recruit  blacks  or 
really  make  them  feel  welcome.  The 
statement  “we  sought  out  four  Negro 
athletes”  is  as  impressive  as  “we’re  not 
prejudiced  against  Negroes  because 
we’ve  got  a fine  Indian  program  here.” 

One  must  wonder  if  there  doesn’t 
exist  a subtle  fear  that  a representative 
black  population  would  give  rise  to 
organizing,  protests,  intermarriage,  and 


eventual  apostasy.  Ideally  this 
ridiculous  attitude  doesn’t  exist. 

However,  we  are  still  too  anxious  to 
declare  “BYU  not  Racist”  (as  in 
Monday’s  Universe ) while  not  anxious 
enough  to  actually  prove  it.  It  is  a 
shame,  as  one  visitor  pointed  out,  that 
the  largest  private  university  in  the 
country  with  such  a fine  Mormon 
heritage  isn’t  making  recruitment 
headway  proportionate  with  even  the 
non-Mormon  representation  here  at  the 
‘Y’.  It  is  a shame  for  one  must  wonder 
if  there  is  in  fact  some  justification  in 
protests  by  black  students  against  our 
school.

The  encounter  with  the  group  from 
University  of  Arizona  last  Friday 
afternoon  was  tragically  funny.  But 
somehow,  I’m  not  laughing.  The 
private  eyeball  to  eyeball  talks  possibly 
did  BYU  the  greatest  disservice  yet. 

Most  of  the  BYU  students  who  came 
to  talk  didn't  go  in  for  a dialogue. 
They  went  in  to  prove  a point  or  to  get 
our  guests  to  admit  baser  motives  for 
coming  here.  Some  even  verbally 
attacked  the  black  interviewers. 
Because  of  the  large  number  of  people 
who  showed  up,  the  private  one-to-one 
talks  broke  down  into  group 
monologues.  Much  to  our  own 
discredit,  students  squabbled  over 
points  of  logic  and  doctrine.  What  a far 
cry  this  was  from  the  time  the 
Colorado  State  University  visitors  were 
impressed  by  our  unity  of  conviction. 

However  sad  this  all  may  be,  there  is 
a silver  lining  to  be  found.  The  whole 
affair  points  up  a serious  need  for  more 
BYU  students  to  have  more  dialogue 
with  blacks.  One  of  our  guests 
mentioned,  in  an  off-hand  manner,  a 
proposal  to  exchange  students.  This 
would  certainly  be  a good  first  step, 
but  more  is  needed.  I hope  that  all  of 
us  here  at  BYU  will  earnestly  seek 
good  long-range  means  to  better 
understand  blacks  before  more 
tragedies  like  the  one  at  Colorado  State 
occur.

A tool  of  financial  consequence 


Regardless  of  how  the 
University  of  Arizona’s  fact 
finding  team,  on  alleged 
discrimination  at  the  Y 
reports  its  findings,  its  visit 
proved  its  value  to  us  on  at 
least  two  points. 

First,  the  many  students 
and  few  faculty  attending  the 
packed  two-hour  open  session 
Friday  afternoon  witnessed 
spontaneous  truth  creating 
itself  into  a dominant  pattern 
of  respect  and  love  for  all 
mankind,  including  Negroes. 
Second,  our  vvisitors’ 
physical  presence  reminded 
us  that  our  supreme  problem 
will  not  resolve  itself  unaided 
by  affirmative  action, 
particularly  if  thfe  sustained 
image  arising  from  our 
campus  continues  to  be 
administrative  indignation  at 
our  treatment,  coupled  with 
persistent  denial  that  any 
prejudice  or  discrimination 
exists  here.  Such  denial  is 
only  a negation,  and  we  will 
never  again  achieve  our 
former  unchallenged  relations 
both  with  the  WAC  and  with 
our  Negro  brothers 
everywhere  by  merely  saying 
what  we  are  not.  To  repeat 
one  of  our  visitor’s  most 
repeated  points,  they  judge 
us,  not  by  what  we  SAY,  but 
by  what  we  DO. 

YES,  IN  PRIDE  we  can 
honestly  proclaim  that  no 
official  machinery  of 
discrimination  has  ever 
existed  on  our  campus;  in 
shame,  however,  we  cannot 
honestly  deny  the  findings  of 
a recent  sociological  survey 
among  California  Mormons  as 
cited  by  Prof.  Wesley  Craig. 


This  survey  revealed  that, 
while  we  are  no  MORE 
prejudiced  than  other 
middle-class  Americans,* 
neither  are  we  any  LESS 
prejudiced.  As  might  be 
expected,  our  University 
mirrors  the  values  of  the 
Mormon  culture  which 
sustains  it. 

Throughout  Friday’s 
session,  but  particularly  at 
the  end,  one  question 
persisted:  what  can  we  do? 
When  one  of  our  students 
asked  Arizona  what  they 
would  have  us  do,  one  replied 
that  we  should  make  more 
Negroes,  not  just  athletes, 
feel  welcome  and  wanted  on 
our  campus.  Another  stated 
that  we  should  communicate 
such  convictions  as  they  had 
witnessed  during  the  session 
to  all  WAC  universities,  not 
just  to  Arizona. 

And  what  was  suggested  by 
our  students?  In  essence:  that 
we  continue  honoring  our 
Prophet’s  policy  on  the  Negro 
while  somehow  at  the  same 
time  letting  each  Negro 
realize  that  each  of  us  regards 
him  as  a brother. 

But  how  is  this  to  be 
accomplished?  By  continuing 
to  affirm  no  action  to  be  out 
best  expedient,  fully  realizing 
that  taking  no  action  is  itself 
a most  real  action?  By  what 
action,  then,  (as  if  any  one 
action  can  be  THE  right 
one?) 

THE  FOLLOWING  PLAN 
of  action  may  not  be  THE 
right  one;  it  is  an  action 
program  offered  as  a 
suggestion  to  all  components 
of  our  University  for  their 
completely  open 
consideration  and  discussion, 
to  be  climaxed  by  their 


opposing  or  supporting  vote. 
The  proposal  follows. 

Let  the  students  of  our 
University  create,  finance, 
and  administer  a tool  of 
financial  consequence  and 
power.  Its  one  limitation  is 
that  its  funds  be  used  only  to 
help  our  brother  humans  earn 
for  themselves  the  blessings 
of  an  education,  regardless  of 
the  recipient’s  location, 
nationality,  color  or  creed. 
Such  a fund  need  in  no  way 
encroach  upon  nor  duplicate 
those  in  which  we  already 
participate:  tithing  for  us  all, 
plus  United  Fund  for 
University  employees.  This 
program’s  area  will  lie 
between  these  two. 

The  suggested  or  temporary 
name  of  the  program  would 
be  the  Brigham  Young 
University  Samaritan  Fund. 
While  its  objective  as  stated 
above  would  be  to  help  all 
who  like  ourselves  believe 
strongly  in  the  value  of 
achieving  an  education,  the 
most  immediate  need  it 
would  fill  would  be  for  us  to 
do,  to  give,  NOW. 

SECONDARILY,  it  would 
also  provoke  us  to  good 
works  which  we  could  let 
shine,  to  be  seen  by  at  least 
three  groups  to  whom  we 
owe  responsibility:  the 
sustaining  members  of  our 
Church  who  see  in  us  a 
beacon  light  toward  truth, 
those  minority  groups  who 
currently  are  uncertain  of  our 
beliefs  and  actions  in  relation 
to  them,  and  the  vast  though 
largely  indifferent  public  who 
recently  has  read  so  much 
adverse  publicity  regarding 
our  relationship  to  Negroes 
and  their  relationship  to  us. 
The  most  pressing  need  for 


implementing  the  Samaritan 
Fund  is  not  money,  staff,  or 
computer  time.  It  is  simply  a 
demonstrated  trust  that 
would  permit  us  to  present 
issues  clearly,  then  discuss 
them  openly  both  in  print 
and  in  person,  after  which  all 
students  would  be  trusted  to 
vote  their  conviction  as  to 
whether  the  fund  is  to  exist. 

If  students  are  granted  such 
a trust  and  if  voting  takes 
place,  a majority  of  one  vote 
out  of  whatever  proportion 
of  2 5,000  votes-' are  cast 
should  determine.  What  the 
students  vote  on  is  whether 
they  will  increase  tuition  $4 
each  semester,  the  resulting 
$100,000,  plus  whatever 
minimum  or  maximum  2,000 
University  staff,  faculty,  and 
administration  set  themselves, 
adding  possibly  $10,000  to 
$20,000  each  semester. 

IT  IS  SUGGESTED  that 
the  Fund  be  administered  by 
a governing  board  elected 
from  within  the  contributing 
groups  roughly  in  proportion 
to  their  proportionate  giving: 
perhaps  five  students,  one 
staff  member,  one  faculty 
member,  one  administrator. 
An  office  force  to  consider 
and  award  requests  for 
educational  aid  would  be  the 
only  expense.  Routine 
decisions  could  be  made  by 
the  office  staff,  but  all  major 
and  policy  decisions  should 
be  made  by  a majority  vote 
of  the  governing  board.

LA  PAZ,  BOLIVIA  (UPI)  - 
The  threat  of  civil  war  hung  over 
Bolivia  Monday,  and  a group  of 
“young  Turk”  army  officers 
sought  to  talk  President  Alfredo 
Ovando  into  abandoning  the 
presidency  voluntarily  in  order  to 
avoid  bloodshed. 

The  rebel  group,  spearheaded 
by  army  chief  Gen.  Rogelio 
Miranda,  launched  the 
oust-Ovando  revolt  Sunday,  but 
the  situation  continued  in.  an 
impasse  Monday. 

Ovando  and  Miranda  and  their 
advisers  met  twice  at  the  papal 
nunciate  to  discuss  the  situation 
but  the  meetings  resulted  only  in 
a decision  to  continue  the  talks. 

Ovando,  52,  assumed  the 
presidency  13  months  ago  in  a 
coup  which  toppled  the  civilian 
government  of  President  Luis 
Adolfo  Siles  Salinas.  Ovando 
pronounced  the  coup  an  authentic 
“revolution”  and  promptly 
started  the  country  on  a leftist 


nationalist  trend  which,  however, 
has  appeared  to  be  reversing  itself 
in  recent  months.

Concerning  existing  theories  of 
revolution  and  history:  “Israel 
just  throws  it  all  out  of  gear.” 
Discussing  how  Israel  is  “unique 
to  the  world”  was  Dr.  Hugh 
Nibley,  featured  speaker  for 
Forum  for  Faith  last  Thursday. 

Quoting  Deuteronomy  32:8, 
Dr.  Nibley  pointed  out  that  the 
Lord  ‘‘set  the  bounds  of  the 
people  according  to  the  number 
of  the  children  of  Israel”  thus 
setting  them  apart  as  a special 
people. 

Part  of  their  phenomena  as  a 
people  is  that  “the  harder  they  try 
to  absorb  with  the  Gentiles,  the 
more  they’re  made  fun  of.”  Many 
Jews  have  regarded  a movement 
back  to  Israel  “with  horror,”  Dr. 
Nibley  pointed  out,  and  have  felt 
that  scripture  should  be 
interpreted  to  mean  assimilation. 
“But  the  Lord  will  not  allow  it,” 
he  said. 

Dr.  Nibley  took  a “fast  look”  at 
Jerusalem  history  since  the  city’s 
history  reflects  the  “theorizing, 


theological  debate”  of  the  world 
over  Israel. 

Interest  in  Jerusalem  revived  in 
the  second  and  third  centuries, 
when  pilgrimages  were  rampant  to 
the  Holy  Land.  Barbarians  were 
overrunning  much  of  the  world, 
and  the  relatively  untouched  land 
in  Palestine  was  a haven  for 
investors,  especially  rich  women.” 

When  the  Arabian  Moslems 
ruled  the  city  in  the  seventh 
century,  they  encouraged  such 
pilgrimages,  as  it  was  a holy  city 
for  their  religion.  However,  the 
Catholics  opposed  such  treks, 
feeling  it  was  “a  vote  of  no 
confidence”  in  Rome. 

But  Christians  “wanted  to  get 
back  and  find  out  what  was 
tangible,”  and  in  the  year  1000, 
pilgrimages  increased  ten  fold 
when  it  was  believed  the  world 
would  end. 

In  1090,  when  the  Turks  had 
control  of  Jerusalem,  the  Crusades 
began,  turning  the  Holy  City,  into 
‘‘another  Saigon,”  Dr.  Nibley 


indicated.  “The  story  of 
corruptions  is  terrible.” 

After  the  Crusades,  “the  crown 
of  Jerusalem”  was  a romantic  idea 
to  European  royalty,  and  “to  this 
day”  royal  families  still  claim  this 
throne.
